LAW  OF  KENTUCKY. 


AN  ACT  directing  in  evbat  manner  the 
T rustees  of  the  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity may  move  against  delinquent  Sur- 
veyors. 

Approved,  December  t2, 

WHEREAS  by  leveral  acts  ot  tile 
Virginia  aflembly,  p-ified  prior  to  the  e- 
rection  of  the  diftrift  of  Kentucky  into 
a Rate,  the  Tranfylvania  feniinary  was 
endowed  with  one  iixth  part  of  all  lur- 
vcyors’  fees  in  the  diftrift  aforefaid  : 
and  it  being  doubtful  in  what  court  the 
trustees  of  the  laid  Tranfylvan  a femina- 
ry,  now  eftiblilhed  the  Tranfylvania  u- 
niveiluy,  ought  to  proceed  tor  the  re- 
covery of  ftid  fees  from  delinquent  fur- 
veyors— for  remedy  whereof, 

Sec.  t.  Be  it  en  lifted  by  the  genera! 
aff.-inbly,  that  all  furveyors  throughout 
this  commonwealth.  Hull  iettle  their  ac- 
counts with  the  ti  lftees  of  the  d ranfyl- 
vvnia  univerfity,  and  pay  one  Gxth  pari 
of  all  fees  th  y may  have  received,  or!
